Examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant's arguments and maintains the rejection. As previously stated in the Final 
Reietion sent 15 April 2005, Tomita does determine the density and location of the functional area 9 in fig. 1 , as stated above, 
and may add the location of the dummy layers after the location and the density of the functional areas. The adding of large and 
"small dummy patterns 11a are regularly arranged so as to be inserted in the region of the gap around the actual pattern 9 
where the large dummy patterns 1 1b can not be arranged" is in fact a function of the determined density and determined 
location. 

Examiner must give claims their broadest reasonable interpretation. MPEP S21 1 1 . For these reasons, applicant has not sufficiently 
distinguished why the application's choice of deteremining the density and structure of the dummy patters would necessarily not 
be like Tomita's regular arrangement.
